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Victorian schoolteacher Bobby McLachlan is 
the man to lead the young Australians in the 
Coca-Cola world youth championship to be 


played here next year. 


So says national coach Rudi Gutendorf. 


He is expected to recommend to the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation that it appoints 
McLachlan as national youth coach. 


Joe Viasits, who led the Socceroos in their 1968 Worid Cup 
campaign, is the other leading candidate for the post. Ron Tin- 
dall of Western Australia may also be in the running. 


Now it depends upon 
whether the ASF executive 
will vote according to 
State loyalties and prej- 
udices or whether it will 
agree to the wishes of Gut- 
endorf. 

“‘MicLachian is an 
expert at handling youth 
players,’’ Gutendorf told 
NSW and Victorian press- 
men last week. ‘‘He has an 
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understanding of the play- 
ers, a real feeling for 
youth soccer, At training 
he is tough, he demands 
discipline. He gets things 
done. 

“It is McLachlan who 
gave us players like Eddie 
Krncevic, George Christ- 
opoulos and Greg Wood- 
house. [hey were in his 
Australian Schoolboys 
squad that toured North 
America in 1978. 

“From there, and on his 
recommendation, I took 
Krncevic, Christopoulos, 
Woodhouse, Paul Kay, 
Peter Rashopoulos, Danny 
Moulis and others for my 
national youth teain. 


“So you can see that 
Bobby is a big part of the 
national team’s success.” 


McLachlan has an in- 
pressive record as player 
and coach. 


He played for APIA, 
George Cross, Croatia 
(Vic) and Box Hill, has 
coached Makedonia, 
Albion Rovers, Footscray 
J.U.S.T., Juventus (Vic), 
Brighton, Sunshine City 
and his present club, 
Green Gully Ajax and was 
assistant coach of both 
Heidelberg United and 
Victoria. 

He coached the Victor- 
ian schoolboys as well as 
the Australian schoolboys. 
He teaches at Caulfield 
Technical School. 

He has taken Ajax into 
the State League top four 
for the first time. 


The man in charge of the 
Australian youth team will 
lead the young Socceroos 
against 15 other finalists 
from 3 to 18 October next 
year. 

Group matches will be 
in Melbourne, Sydney, 
Brisbane and Adelaide, 
quarter-finals in Canberra, 
Melbourne, Sydney and 
Newcastle, semi-finals in 
Sydney and Melbourne, the 
third-place play-off in Mel- 
bourne and the final in Svd- 
ney. — LAURIE SCHWAB

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The travel agency handling Australia’s proposed 
world tour in November has struck difficulties re- 
sulting in alarmist predictions that the tour will be 


scrapped. 


ASF secretary Brian le Fevre however, is confident the Soc- 
ceroos will get away. “it’s not easy getting matches, especially 
matches to suit coach Rudi Gutendorf who does not particularly 
want to play against club sides, but we'll get the loose ends tied 


up soon” le Fevre said. 


What the Socceroos need more than anything Is to 
play against strong Asian teams like South or North 
Korea, Malaysia, traq, Irsael, Kuwait, even Iran which 
would not be a particularly pleasant stopover at the mo- 


mert. 


Such games would show the 
Socceroos how good or bad 
they are by World Cup stan- 
dards and how to strengthen 
their weaknesses. 

Joe Viasits and the Soc- 
ceroos of 1967-69 benefited 
from playing against New Zea- 
land, South Korea, Malaysia 
and Japan before the 1969 qual- 
ifying series. 

Similarly, Rale Rasic's Soc- 
ceroos played against Iran, Is- 
rael, New Zealand and South 
Korea overseas, and Irsael at 
home before their 1973 quali- 
fying programme. 

Those two Australian teams 
did very well against the Asian 
sparring parmers. Subsequent- 
ly, Australia failed by only a 
goal to reach the 1970 World 
Cup finals, and of course quali- 
fied for the 1974 finals.

ificant Asians — drawing with 
Indonesia and Israel away for 
example, drawing twice at 
homewith Israel and even 
losing to Hong Kong and Fiji. 


Those results were the 
symptom of the sickness that 
resulted in Australia finishing 
second-last in the 1973 World 
Cup qualifying series. 


Gutendorf’s Socceroos were 
undefeated in China and Tai- 
wan, and in the Oceania Cup 
but the games were against 
mainty weak opponents. The 
only match against a sign- 
ificant team from this region 
resulted in a 0-1 loss to New 
Zealand. 


That was early on, and prob- 
ably could now be reversed but 
the important thing is that the 
Socceroos need more such 
matches, providing the top 
Asians are willing to show 
their hand against us.

We couldn’t really expect to 
beat England or Northern Ire- 
land but it is a shame we blew 
it against Mexico. 

The conviction of Mexico's 
coach Raul Cardenas that 
Australia is tactically and 
technically better than New 
Zealand which beat the Latins 
4-0, is some consolation, but 
it’s results that will count in 
the World Cup, not encour- 
agment. 

The Socceroos have to win 
at home against teams that 
will be as defensive as Mexico 
was in Melbourne. 


Iran was y as defen- 
sive in Melbourne in 1873 and 
went home with an 1-0 victory 
through a breakaway goal, just 
as Mexico was able to clinch 
its 1-1 draw last week. 


The Socceroos dominated 
the match against Mexico toa 
greater extent than I can re- 
member them dominating any 
opponent at home. 

But they did it mainly by 
rushing headlong at the opposi- 
ton with little thought. 

At least sometimes they 
should have varied their play 
by holding the ball and pushing 
it around among themselves in 
midfield to try to draw the 
Mexicans out of defence. 

But they didn’t, so the Mexi- 
cans kept up to eight men in 
and around the penalty area 
most of the time which made it 
extremely difficult for the 
Australian forwards. 


But, to be fair, it was only 
bad luck that prevented the 
Australians from turning that 
constant pressure into con- 
vincing victory.

Tony Henderson hit the 
crossbar with a header and a 
sizzling long-range shot by 
Boden was turned over the bar 
by Rodriquez even though he 
was well off his hine.

middle was shot high into the 
net by Gary Cole on the turn. 


But Australia also made 
some foolish defensive mistak- 
es, just as it did in Sydney. 
Henderson, for example, lost 
the ball to Jose Luis who 
dashed clear into the penalty 
area. Luckily Greg Woodhouse 
reacted quickly and came out 
to pounced at Gonzalez’s feet. 


Yet Woodhouse stood giued 
to the ground, off his line, 
caught by surprise by Rich- 
ardo Castro’s 25-metre shot 
that levelled the score in the. 
67th. minute. 


The Australian defenders 
had very little work to do in 
this game, but that’s no excuse 
for losing concentration. 

Just a word about the refer- 
eeing. Sure, it was difficult for 
both Tony Boskovic in Sydney 
and Chris Bambridge in Mel- 
bourne because the tackling 
was worthier of Roman gladia- 
tors than soccer players. 

Yet in Sydney, Boskovic 
failed to award a penalty when 
Boden clearly was fouled 
inside the area, he was not 
tough enough to show Manzo 
the appropriate red card when 
he kicked both legs from under 
John Yzendoorn. 

In Melbourne, Bambridge 
justifiably flashed yellow 
cards galore as Boskovic had 
in Sydney but he would not 
take the responsibility of send- 
ing Henderson off for that 
jumbo jet tackle on Castro. 
Nor would he send off goalkee- 
per Rodriguez and give the ap- 
propriate penalty when Rodr- 
iguez kicked Gary Cole. 

Eddie Krncevic was the star 
of both games against Mexico. 
In Sydney he started as central 


striker and went to the left 
after half time to make room 
for Mark Jankovics. In Mel- 
bourne where Gutendorf used 
Boden and Cole as twin stri- 
kers, Krncevic played at left 
midfield from where he start- 
ed attacks galore and pushed 
up also for shots and to chal- 
lenge in the air around goal. 
His work-rate in both games 
was highter than that of any of 
his team mates. 


Mexican coach Cardenas, 
not surprisingly, named 
Krncevic as the Australian 
who had impressed him most. 


The two matches provided 
Gutendorf with no clear-cut 
answers in his continuing 
search for the right com- 
bination. 


John Yzendoorn was suc- 
cessful as sweeper in Mel- 
bourne, but even more so when 
he played midfield in Sydney. 


The midfield remains a 
problem. Murray Barnes 
worked hard and was fairly ef- 
fective there in Sydney but not 
in Melbourne. Tony Henderson 
was a midfield failure in 
Sydney but did a lot better as 
stopper. Ken Boden is much 
better up front than in mid- 
field. George Christopoulos 
was taken off after only 34 
minutes in Melbourne. 


Gutendorf concedes he 
needs a defensive midfielder. 
He’s considering Henderson 
for the role, in which case Jim 
Muir may return as stopper, 
as Gutendorf likes Muir's 
tough style. He also likes Arno 
Bertogna who wasn’t given a 
run and I still see Bertonga as 
the better stopper and I hope 
he proves himself on the tour. 
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Mexican goalkeeper Gregorio Cortez went 
to hospital with a suspected fractured arm 
after Gary Cole had crashed into him. The 
pictures by Les Shorrock shows Cole’s ap- 


proach and execution. 


Joe Senkalski was so good in 
Melbourne after coming on as 
a subsititute that Gutendorf 
referred to him as Australia’s 
Wolfgang Overath. 

Mark Jankovics aiso was 
good in midfield in Melbourne 
but he clearly prefers playing 
up front and not having tp pick 
up men. 


What's the answer to the 
midfield problem, where the 
possible combinations will in- 
crease in number when Jimmy 
Rooney returns? 


It’s Gutendorf’s problem. 
I’m glad it’s not mine. 


He does have the players 
who can do it. Cole and Boden 
worked together. very well 


as twin strikers, Sharne’s ex- 
plosiveness makes him a must 
in this team, although he 
should sometimes try to cut 
inside rather than being 
pushed exclusively down the 
line. Krncevic is indispendible 
whatever position he occupies, 
Henderson and Barnes are 
useful stoppers against strong 
teams that use twin strikers, 
and Yzendoorn has shown he 
can fill Ivo Prskalo’s sweep- 
Se position or play in mid- 
ield. 


The tour will further define 
the top eleven but I suspect 
that purely because of the 
multi-purpose nature of these 
players, we will see va 
line-ups even in the World Cup.

Still problems} 
but World 


Gup closer 


Mexico’s two-match series against the 
Socceroos would have been the most useful 
part of our World Cup aspirants’ preparation 
for their forthcoming battles on the road to 


Spain. 


This much can be stated 
unequivocally, in spite of the 
many doubting Thomases, who 
didn’t see much sense in these 
encounters. 

The crowds may not have 
been the biggest ever, the 
standard of the Mexicans 
certainly is not in the top Eu- 
ropean class .. . so what? 

Our Latin visitors are out- 
standing examples of the sort 
of hurdles we will have to 
clear — and clear cleanly anu 
with confidence — if a berth in 
Spain is to become more than 
just a mirage. 

ak 

With this in mind, it must be 
admitted that the con- 
frontation was a long way 
short of being a resounding 
success. 

There were some grave and 
important shortcomings in 
Australia’s performance. 

Perhaps the most sign- 
ificant was highlighted at the 
post-match Press conference 
in Sydney when Mexican coach 
Raul Cardenas was asked if he 
found anything unexpected in 
the tactics the Socceroos em- 
ployed. 

Our polite visitor responded 
by telling the gathering of 
what he had expected from the 
Aussies and how he prepared 
to counteract the perceived 
threat. 

Which is a very polite and 
circumspect answer of ‘‘no”’ to 
the question. 

And he was probably right! 

The tactical repertoire of 
the Socceroos does seem 
somewhat threadbare at the 
moment, most noticeably in 
the attacking third of the field. 

Mostly it is confined to an 
incessant pumping of long, 
high balls into the penalty area 
with monotonous regularity 
which becomes quite easy to 
counteract. 

There are exceptions, when 
sudden flashes of unexpected 
genius manifest themselves 
but, alas, much too rarely. 

This is significant, because 
against the expected mass 
defences prevailing in inter- 
national football nowadays, 
there will have to be constant 
variation of attacking play to 
find a way through to goal. 

Anything less will be consid- 
ered child’s play by at least 
the better teams in Asia. 


Technically we also have 2 
problem, expecially in head- 


ing. 

Australia simply does not 
have a player at the moment 
who, under pressure in the air 
from uncompromising defend- 
ers (or even on his own!) is 
able consistently to present a 
danger with well-directed, 
powerful, or finicky headers. 

That, of course, makes the 
overuse of high crosses into 
the penalty area largely a 
waste. 

Rudi Gutendorf cannot do 
much — or even a little — 
about this problem. 

The time to teach Australian 
soccer players the technical 
skills of the game is not when 
they reach the Socceroo squad 
but many years before. 

However, the limitations 
must be recognised and the 
tactics tailored to fit them. 

No good asking an amateur 
musician to conduct like Tos-

The championship appears to hinge on two 
games: Sydney City v. Adelaide City and Hei- 
delberg v. Marconi. If Sydney City beats Adel- 
aide City — a difficult task in Adelaide — it 
should win the championship (providing it 
overcomes the Newcastle hurdle). But if the 
Slickers lose, and if Heidelberg manages to 
defeat Marconi, the title may after all come to 
Victoria for the first time, though the pros- 
pects no longer look bright. 

Adelaide City coach Rale Rasic started with 
a plan to counteract Heidelberg’s deadly stri- 
king duo Jamie Paton and Gary Cole. 

David Jones beat Cole and Bobby Russell 
had a superb match as Paton’s marker and the 
tynchpin of the defence. 

Paton had one shot at goal and Cole had 
none. 

Adelaide City played much the better soc- 
cer, bringing the ball out of defence through 
sweeper John Perin and right back Glenn 
Dodds and hitting Heidelberg with fast breaks 
through Colin Barnes and John Nyskohus 
coming from deep positions. 

Heidelberg often was made to look sec- 
ond-rate, saved only by the sterling work of 
sweeper Pat Bannon, goalkeeper Jeff Olver 
and stopper Bob Provan who stood in for sus- 
pended John Yzendoorn. 

Provan played a no-frills, safety-first stop- 
per’s game and by winning the ball in a 
scramble in the penalty area just before the 
end he probably prevented a goal.

With both teams perched on 
top of a “maybe - maybe not” 
relegation zone you would 
have thought that both Black- 
town City and Apia-Leichhardt 
would have played with more 
conviction to secure the valu- 
able two security points they 
need to dispel any lingering 
fears of relegation. 

As it turned out neither 
team wanted to be the one to 
make the commitment and 
take its chances and the result- 
ant 0-0 scoreline just about 
summed up the relative bore- 
dom of this game. 

It was a classic ‘no con- 
test’’ encounter. No goals 
were scored, no substitutions 
were made, no cautiogs were 
issued and no-one starred in 
this dour match. Even the 
corner kicks were evenly dis- 
tributed. : 

In blustery conditions that 
were more convivial to an 
American's Cup challenge 
than a game of football, the 
final scoreline was a repeat of 
an equally boring match earl- 
ier in the season that marked 
the first encounter of the 
Philips League new boys, and 
3148 disappointed fans made 
their way home convinced that 
an alliance must have been 
formed between the two 
teams. 

Blacktown City’s Australian 
youth Socceroo Ian Hunter and 
leichhardt’s Tony Morsello 
were the only players who at- 
tempted to change the score- 
board but both suffered the 
fate of the conditions. 

Hunter tried long shots in an 
attempt to catch Australian 
"keeper Greg Woodhouse off- 
guard but the ball acted like a 
ping-pong ball in a bingo shoot 
and ended up anywhere. Mor- 
sello’s attempts had the same 
result but his misses were, on 
each occasion, from close 
range. 

Woodhouse and his opposite 
number Bruce James had, on 
reflection, little to do all day, 
although on one memorable 
occasion James came rushing 
out to collect a cross, missed 
by a mile, and struggled back 
into position while the Leich- 
hardt attack and the Demons 
defence acted like high-kicking 
balierinas in an attempt to 
control the unpredictably 
bouncing ball. 

As can be expected with 
such a result, both defences 
and attacks were equally 
matched and the experience of 
Wilson, Dempsey and McGinn 
for Leichhardt and Harris, 
Turnbull and Stowell for 
Blacktown negated any enter- 
prise from the superfast 
Hunter and Paul Wilkinson, 
Morsello and the vastly ex- 
perienced Billy Pirie. 

The midfield was yet anoth- 
er department where the 
honours (!) were equally di- 
vided although Stewart 
‘Smurf’ Selvage must get the 
award again for covering 
every blade of grass. 

This terrier of a player has 
improved the once shaky De- 
mons’ engine room beyond 
recognition and, together with 
former Leichhardt player 
Brian O'Donnell, has removed 
the ‘easy pickings’ tag from 
the Blacktown City team. 

With both clubs being relat- 
ively non-commital about their 
respective coaching posts for 
the 1981 season, this result 
didn’t enhance the chances of 
the present incumbents. 

The task was fairly obvious 
before the kick-off — two 
points means safety and an as- 
surance of PSL status for 1981. 

Motivation of players is 
talked of with gay abandon in 
other codes and the results are 
self-evident. It was missing 
from this match and perhaps 
the question mark hanging 
over both Mick Jones of Black- 
town and Willie Wallace of 
Leichhardt and their respec- 
tive clubs’ non-commitment 
on their futures, filtered 
through to the players.

Arok back if S

Ferenc Arok, one of the most disappointed men at St 
George, left for his native Yugoslavia last week but should 
return for the beginning of next season providing Saints 


stay up. 


Amid confusion surrounding 
his arrival, the cries of “Sa- 
viour is here’’ and “Ferenc 
and mircale worker'’ the ex- 
coach of St George came to 
see his old side in action. 

“‘l was terribly dis- 
appointed,"’ said Arok as he 
was paching his bags, getting 
ready for his last trip with the 
team to Newcastle. 

“As you can imagine, the 
club that had Schaefer, War- 
ren, Harris, Utjesenovic, 
Abonyi and imany others, the 
club that was the backbone of 
the Australian national team 
for years, had to have a fair 
teain even though so many 
years have gone by. 

“*} just could not foresee the 
Saints before my arrival play- 
ing this type of soccer. It just 
never entered my mind.” 

Why would he come back? 
Surely that would be asking for 
trouble. St George is just a 
shadow of its old self and Arok 
would need at least three 
years to get the teain back to 
the top, but he appears to be 
aware of the problein better 
than one would expect from a 
man who spent only two 
months in Australia this time. 

“| Know that if I take Saints 
it would be a very difficult risk 
indeed. In fact 1 would need at 


least two years to blend a 
number of players in to this 
team. [hen you might see the 
old Saints bach on top within 
three years,’ said Arok. 

With only four games left 
after a defeat at Newcastle it 
is now evident that Saints will 
bite the dust. It is very diffi- 
cuit seeing Saints recover des- 
pite the fact that theoretically 
it is possible. 

fhe only remaining chance 
of salvaging some pride would 
be to get to second-last spot 
and hope for the vote to go 
their way. 

But the chances of St 
George staying up are remote, 

The pressure to have only 
four teams from Sydney in the 
Philips League is tremendous 
and of course only those that 
finish in the last two will be 
considered for the drop.

Buying 
players is fine, but if you have 
a young talented player inside 
your own home, you don’t go 
around buying average players 
for inflated prices. It is with 
these players that I would hope 
to get Saints bach on the road, 
providing the ASF and the 
Philips League decide on the 
increase and St George Stays 
in the top echelon of Austral- 
jan soccer, Aroh said. 


His attitude toward the club 
was not only one of a soccer 
coach.

I was never really coached 
until this year. Quite honest- 
ly, there are too many 
coaches who have made a 
name for themselves, prob- 
ably due to having great 
teams to work with, but who 
do not coach properly. 


Now, at Heidelberg, we go out onto the 
field knowing what is required from us 
and we are very well prepared. 

Too many coaches are poor demonstra- 
tors of match situations but this is where 
Len McKendry excels. 

He has helped me greatly and he 
stresses that I must look up more so as to 
be more aware ofwhere I am on the field 
and to improve my vision. 

It’s good to be coached at last. 

I didn’t start playing soccer com- 
petitively until I was 13 which is a late age 
at which to-start. 

Previously I played Australian Rules 
football until pressure from my brothers 
and my cousin, Arthur Xanthopoulos, 
turned me to soccer. 

I joined Hellas and played at under-15 
and 16 levels and when I was 15 I played in 
the reserve side. 

I was turned off Hellas by Manny Poula- 
kakis after overhearing him saying how he 
wondered why the club was bringing little 
squirts like me to train with the first 
team. 

I didn’t think I would have much chance 
of senior selection so I joined Heidelberg 
and in my first year I trained with the first 
team squad and was on the bench at a 
number of home games. 

The same situation occurred in my 
second year at Heidelberg but in the 
second half of that season I played my 
first full senior game against Adelaide 
City. 

The main problem I was up against was 
the lack of interest shown by our coaches 
in promoting junior players. Not enough 
time was spent on developing us. 

At the end of 1978 I was given a chance 
to try out with the national youth team and 
I was selected in the squad.

he Australian team went to New Zea- 
land for a world youth championship 
games and I was voted the player of the 
tournament. It was a big confidence boost- 
er and also helped me gain recognition. 

But I haven’t had as much recognition 
as other young players and I am not the 
only one. 

Peter Tredinnick has tremendous poten- 
tial. He is an intelligent player who reads 
the game well. 

He is another who hasn't received much 
publicity though his club Newcastle should 
help in this regard. 

The next step in my representative 
career was the South American trip for 
the World Youth Cup qualifying tourna- 
ment in Paraguay, 

This was something I had never ex- 
perienced before as the weather was so 
hot dnd the training so rugged. 

Our task was difficult when you consid- 
er that the host nation, Paraguay, had a 
player called Romero who was voted by 
the South American Press as runner-up in 
the South American Player of the year 
award and his team-mates were not far 
below his standard. 

I think my youth team experiences 
provided me with the stepping stone to full 
national honours because I suspect that 
Rudi Gutendorf kept a close watch on me. 

Last year I was included in the senior 
national squad at a time when I was 
struggling to get a regular game at club 

evel. 

Manny Poulakakis had been instated as 
coach of Heidelberg and although I wanted 
to give him a chance I wasn’t keen on my 
own prospects under him. 

Then a conflict developed between us 
and he left me out of the team, telling me 
that I wasn’t in the same class as the other 
midfielders in the club. 

It was very depressing for me because I 
had struggled for two years to get into 
Heidelberg’s first team and when I 
thought that I had finally made it I 
couldn't get a game even though I had 
neee selected for my country at senior 

evel. 

But during this year’s Ampol Cup I think 
that Manny saw that he had made a mis- 
take and just before he left Heidelberg to 
take up his Juventus appointment his atti- 
tude toward me was a lot different. 

Things are looking up at Heidelberg 
now, in many ways. 

I have grown up in Australian soccer so 
it is hard for me to compare it with over- 
seas soccer but I can see an improvement 
in the professionalism of our club. 

When we were at Fitzroy the conditions 
were terrible and many Third Division 
District League clubs had better facilities. 

Now at Olympic Village the training 
conditions are a lot more respectable. 

Heidelberg’s playing standard has im- 
proved due to the length of time during 
which we have been playing together and 
better coaching. 

Len McKendry is terrific. 

Other coaches spoke in general terms 
Without giving basic instructions about 
what you were required to do. 

The players at Heidelberg get along 
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well together and this is important be- 
cause there is nothing worse than back-bi- 
ting. 

Many coaches build a name for them- 
selves and whenever a club sacks a coach 
it says OK, who do we know that is avail- 
able. : 

Usually it is these name coaches who 
get the jobs. 

But there is a relatively unknown man 
who coached me as a junior at Hellas and 
currently coaches Provisional League. 
Division Two team Mordialloc and I con- 


sider him to be the best junior coach I've. 


seen. 


His name is Oscar Montalva and he is a 
former Chilean international who came to 
Australia to play with Hellas late in his 
playing career. 


I must give him great credit for my de- 
velopment as a junior because he spent a 
lot of time with me and he taught me the 
importance of discipline. 

If things were not going right for me 
during a junior game and if he thought 
that I wasn’t trying hard enough he would 
not hesitate to replace me after only 10 
minutes. 

He wanted me to fight harder and to 
compete more and his lessons have stayed 
with me throughout my career. 

I can’t say much about Australia’s 
chances of getting to Spain because I don’t 
know what we are up against but if Iam in 
the squad I will be giving a 100% toward 
our efforts to make it. 

We've had some fine international 
results this year and any win against over- 
seas sides should be considered a fine 
achievement. 

I have an axe to grind when it comes to 
the Australian Press because I get an- 
noyed at how contradictory they can be. 

It’s funny how certain people get so 
much undeserved praise and others get 
nothing, even though they deserve it. 

There seems to be a lot of favoritism in- 
voived. Just look at the ratings after each 
game. 

These ratings often are a load of rubbish 
and although some Pressmen may know 
Bow to rate players, others haven’t a 
clue. 

During one of West Adelaide’s games 
this year John Kosmina was substituted 
by Gerry Chaldi, Wests’ coach at the time. 

Chaldi obviously substituted Kosmina 
because he didn’t feel he was doing a 
good job but “Soccer Action’s’' ratings 
gave Kosmina nine out of ten 

I've got to the stage where I completely 
disregard the ratings because I think they 
are often unfair. 

But that’s enough of my gripes because 
I have my future to consider and I have 
things I aim to achieve. 

I want to stabilise my position in Heidel- 
berg’s first team and I have no plans to go 
overseas. 

I want to go as high as I can in Austral- 
iar soccer and fpr this season my sights 
are set.on winnitg a championship medal 
with Heidelberg.” 

There are players such as Jimmy 
Rooney and Branko Buljevic whom I 
really respect but I have to aim to be 
better than them. 

Don’t get me wrong, but if you aim to be 
as good as them you will most likely never 
get there.

According to club official 
Branko Trajanovski, recruit 
Peter Ollerton has had a lot to 
do with Makedonia’s deter- 
mination and improved 
goalscoring in recent weeks. 

“When we bought Ollerton 
from J.U.S.T., the other 
players improved their per- 
formances because they knew 
that there now was com- 
petition for places in the 
team,” Trajanovski sald. 

“The one who improved the 
most is forward Gary Ward. 
Beforehand he stood around up 
front waiting for the ball. Now 
he’s chasing all over the plac- 
e a7 


And Ollerton himself has re- 
captured his goalscoring abili- 
ty of old. ‘““There’s no pressure 
on him to score, because we 
have other good scorers like 
Ward, George McMillan and 
Cullen,”” Trajanovski said. 

“At J.U.S.T. when he was 
playing in attack, and at Hel- 
las, he was expected to score 
all the time. 

“Now, when others around 
his share the responsibility, he 
is under less pressure. There- 
fore he’s been able to score 
seven in six games. 

“They take it in turns. 
Against Sunshine, Ward got 
four. Against Hakoah, Ollerton 
got all three. In between, 
McMillan and Cullen or some 
of the others will get the 
goals.” 

With the Rothmans Medal 
presentation due next month, 
it’s time for speculation about 
the likely winner. 

Cullen polled most votes last 
season but because he had 
been sent off during the sea- 
son, he forfeited the medal to 
Croatia’s Tommy Cumming. 

Trajanovski expects mid- 
fielder Jeff Faulkner to poll 
most votes for Makedonia this 
time. “‘He’s been our best 
player this year,” Trajanovski 
said. ‘‘Claude Lucchesi on the 
left side also has been very 
good.”’ 

Makedonia has had a suc- 
cessful season financially, but 
it was a little better last year 
because its home game 
against Croatia was near the 
end of the season when things 
were tight at the top, instead 
of early in the year as was the 
case this time. 

The social club should earn 
a few thousand dollars a week, 
providing working capital. 
However, initially it will be 
used to pay off the bank loan 
which was necessary to build 
the social club. 

Makedonia was knocked out 
of the Dockerty Cup by Mel- 
bourne early in the year, so it 
will be inactive during the Cup 
finals, which are played before 
the start of the top-four series. 

Trajanovski said the club 
would try to arrange practice 
matches during that time. 

He expects of course that 
Makedonia will win the top 
four series as well as the 
championship. 

One man who disagrees is 
Tommy cumming, who's still 
fighting against a groin injury. 
“We'll beat them in the top 
four,” Cumming said. ‘We 
haven't been playing as well as 
we are able to but we'll be at

WEST 
GERMANY 


HARALD SCHUMACHER: 
Goalkeeper Koln, 25 years — 
seven caps. Tony Woodcock’s 
team-mate and a little fortun- 
ate to go to Italy at No. 1. Last 
summer's car crash forced the 
retirement of Sepp Maier, then 
Schathe's Norbert Nigbur 
needed a cartilage operation 
this spring. Schumacher, eight 
years with Koln, played the 
final with a badly sprained 
wrist — the result of an injury 
in training the previous even- 
ing and kept secret until after 
the final. 

MANEFRED KALIZ: Right- 
bach. Hainburg 27 — 40. Prob- 
ably the best attaching full- 
bach in Europe, though John 
Robertson showed he isn’t so 
brilliant in defence. Out- 
standing during Hamburg's 
Champions’ Cup run, he scored 
twice in the 5-] win over Real 
Madrid. Played in Argentina 
in the 1978 World Cup as 
sweeper, a role he didn’t much 
like. 1t was at his own request 
that he wore the No. 20 in Italy 
— though it brought mixed 
luck, for while he was playing, 
his home was being burgled. 

KARL-HEINZ FORSIER: 
Stopper Stuttgart. 21 — 17. 
Younger of the two brothers in 
the squad. Karl was the first to 
break into the national team 
and appears a long-terin fix- 
ture. Ahey figure in the Stutt- 
gart revival, translated his do- 
mestic success to inter- 
national level thanks to a bril- 
liant game against Ceulemans 
in the final. 

ULI STLELIKE: Sweeper. 
Read Madrid 25 — 14. Left Bo- 
russia Mg for Madrid after the 
1977 Champions’ Cup Final and 
was told by Helmut Schoen 
that he would never play for 
West Germany while abroad. 
So Stielike didn't bother 
having a release clause in his- 
contract. After 1978, however, 
new boss Derwall altered 
policy — and then found prob- 
lems getting Stielike released. 
Hard and shilful but also in- 
jury-prone. Has just signed a 
new three-year Contract with 
Madrid where he plays mid- 
field. Acclaimed the best for- 
eigner in Spain this past sea- 
son. Gave away the penalty 
against Belgium, though his 
foul on Van der List appeared 
outside the box. 

BERNARD DIETZ: Left- 
bach. Captain of West 
Germany, MSV Duisburg. 32 
— 45. Paul Breitner’s inove to 
Spain in 1974 allowed Dietz to 
tahe over at left-bach. Joined 
MSV from Bochuin-Hovel. 


Holland, beaten finalist in 
the last two World Cup 
Finals, failed dismally in the 
1989 European Nations Cup 
but faces a more important 
loss as attendances at Dutch 
football continue to drop. 

Coupled with the loss of 
international stars to over- 
seas teams Dutch football 
faces a reversal of the trend 
evidenced in the late sixties 
and early seventies when 
Dutch clubs soared to promi- 
nence in European club com- 
petitions as a prelude to Hol- 
land’s success at national 
team level. 

Every year, on average, 
less people are coming to 
watch Dutch League match- 
es. In the 1975-76 season a 
total of 3,297,000 supporters 
watched football in the 
Dutch League grounds which 
works out at an average of 
10,775 per match. 

However, last season, a 
total of 2,988,000 watched 
League football, an average 
of 9,765 per match. These 
figures are also not propor- 
tionate. Feyenoord's good 
average gate (26,353 in a 63,- 
000 capacity stadium) and 
PSY Eindhoven (with 20,294 
in a 29,000 capacity sta- 
dium) influenced the over- 
all total. 

Other teams such as NEC 
Nijmegen (6,176), FC Den 
Haag (6,056), Sparta Rotter- 
dam (6,000), Excelsior Rot- 
terdam (5,588) and the rele- 
gated Haarlem (5,294) at- 
tracted very poor gates.

A row with his coach at 
Stutgart saw him dropped 
from the national team this 
spring, then recalled because 
of injury to score the only goal 
in the win against Austria. Has 
signed a new contact at Stut- 
gart, but the Italians are still 
dreaming ...
